A steady increase of deaths in Tex­ 
as from all forms of cancer is dis­ 
closed by the fact that over 45,000 
persons have died trom this dreaded 
disease within the last ten years, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Geo. 
W. 
Cox , State 
Health Officer. 
"The public 
should 
Im- warned 
against cancer ‘quacks’ and so-called 
cancer cures,” Dr. Cox said. 
“ Adver­ 
tising of medicines and so-called can­ 
cer doctors puts dangerous, mislead­ 
ing information 
before the public. 
Undoubtedly,' 
Dr. 
Cox 
declared, 
“there are many persons who being 
thus delayed in seeking proper medi­ 
cal advice unnecessarily 
lose 
their 
lives to this disease.” 
i 
According to the State ll “alt It Of­ 
ficer there are two ways of treating 
cancer; naim-ly, surgery and flit- use 
of radium and X ray. Treatment must 
be started early and be carried out by 
a competent surgeon. 
In almost two- 
thirds of the cases surgery is relied 
upon to remove cancerous growths, 
while X ray or radium is u.-^d to good 
advantage in approximately one.third 
of the cases successfully treated. Fre­ 
quently the two methods are com­ 
bined. 
“ The 
greatest 
defense 
against 
death by cancer is early diagnosis,” 
Dr, Cox stated. 
“Every case is an 
emergency and It is unfortunate that 
| the majority of those persons suffer­ 
ing from cancer do not seek medical 
advice until beyond permanent cure.’’ 
Dr. Cox pointed out that any unus­ 
ual bleeding from any part of the 
body, any lump in the breast, or any 
J surface sores especially on the face 
j and mouth, and even chronic indiges­ 
tio n may be symptoms denoting the 
I presence of cancer. 
“ Where cancer is suspected, do not 
delay but consult your physician at 
' once,” Dr. Cox advised.
